COLONIAL STATISTICS. 



Above all the drawback* which a Gover- 
nor in likely to experience i>n taking charge 
of the udrnii.islraliuti of aflaira on Vancou- 
ver Islanil, the total absence ol statistic* is 
probably the jrreatest, We cannot, nf coarse, 
expect so y-iung a colony lo have its aflair- 
arranged in thai «yntenialic order which is Bo 
porceptiblo in England and in tho Burupeui 
couturies generally ; but we have a ri^ht t' 
demand that our legislation shall not be 
merely experimental — that the government ol 
the colony shall bo based mi facts — tangible 
and i.idUnuiable f.tcta— upon which the law 
maker can at onco lay his hand. At present 
there is scarcely n single subject which 
comes up for legislation that is thoroughly 
weighed or understood in its bearings on the 
inhabitants. When taxation becomes the 
matter ol debate, wo have one member put- 
ting down the total inhabitants of the Island 
at 5000 and anoiher at 10 003, just n« the 
figure may suit the gentleman's arguments ot 
fancy ; and again we have ihe available 
agricultural land stated by one member lo 
bo almost illimitable and by nuolher lo 
be but a few thousand acres. Our 
imports and exports— things which our 
Legislature never touches upon— are 
probably the only subjects of importance 
with which the Government is thoroughly nr. 
quainted. The industrial rcsouices of the 
country— the real element of our future 
prosperity— are nover thought of. The first 
move has jot to be made to aeqjire a know- 
ledge of Ihe number of aotual settlers, the 
amou t ol land under cultivation, and the 
description ol the crops. Then we have the 
lumbering, the boat building, the flailing 
nnd the coal mining interests, about which 
there is not a single official record. 

We cannot wonder that in this blissful but 
unprofitable state ol ignorance, there is a 
most reckless determination lo carry out ex- 
periment, in tho absence of proper data. It 
is not surprising that we have bad govern- 
mental action sometimes based on the sup- 
position that we were a population of 100,000 
instoad of about 0.000 taxablo souls— 
that we have a st; If of otiicials nu- 
merical ly sufficient to carry on the vorl; 
of a colony ten times our size — and that a 
scheme should be proposed for improving 
our harbor, that could certainly net bo bnrnu 
by a population less than that number. We 
have no authentic or reliable means of juJg- 
iag of tho progression of the colony —either 
in population or iu wealth. We cannot tell 
the yearly number of uur immigrants, Bor 
approximate the sum total of those who Icuve 
our shores. There is no registrar to point 
periodically to the reproductive character ol 
our inhabitants— to the number of those who 
enter Ihe marriage state and become literally 
"aellied" — ot to those who depart fur "thu 
b ouruo from whence no traveller returns.'' 

In the chaotic state ol the fi:st few years 
ol Vancouver Island's colonial existence— in 
the confusion and unset tledness of o'J '00 
and '61— there was a legitimate excuse lor 
inaction in this matter of statistics. llup.iilv, 
however, wo have now become mure of a 
permanent population. Interests have 
arisen and grown up anioilg.at us thai 
promise to become the mainstay of the 
country's existence. Our buildings, as Well 
as occupations, now indicate a stability to 
which they had no pretension a few years 
ago. Everything, In laol.is assuming an 
air of substance and regularity that leaves no 
further excuse lor remaining in iguorance 
of our actual condi ion. The ex peine at- 
tendant on the compilation of official statis- 
tics on thu important subjects mentioned 
would oo trifling in comparison to the satis- 
faction of the results. One of the official* 
might be appointed, at a very slight increase 
ol salary, Registrar ol birth*, Heaths and 
marriages. Tue taking of thecenrus, which 
we hope to see done belore the expirutiou ol 
the present year, will also be u matter ol 
trivial expenditure, and might be done u- 
beforo, as far as Victoria is concerned, bj 
the police. The other statistical information 
connected with our resources is of too great 
importance to be treated with any furlliei 
neglect, and we therefore hope to sue His 
Kxcellency and tho Goverameut gcnerall) 
treating the matter with th.it consideration 
which it demands.

IN VANCOUVER ISLAND, 

We have btuu favored by a gentleman in 
this city with the following extract from a 
privato letter dated March lOih, 1804, receiv- 
ed from England by the last mail. Although 
the opiuiotis expressed may uot he palatable 
to many of our readers, they nevertheless are 
to a great extent incontrovertible, and it is 
always beneficial to "see oursels as liners 
see us": — 

Judging from the newspapers which I no., 
euainually net Irnm London (tho British Co- 
lonisi) 1 um obliged to form a very low esti- 
mate of the Colony's immediate prospects. I 
feel that wo huvo really iusuffiuient means of 
estimating Ihoso prospects, hut still I can see 
no agricultural reports, and scarcely any 
commercial ones that evince life ami vigor, 
and immediate ptospecls ul prosperity. The 
affairs of the I/'ni'lnturo seem to ine conduct- 
ed more like those of some little corporation 
town — consiuut squabbling, with no settled 
or enlarged policy. Vancouver and British 
Columbia haggling about one or (wu Govern, 
ois, and the Governor's income; the expense 
of a packet line between 1'unutua and Ihc crjr- 
lony thought too groat for the advantage it 
would corifei; some members ef the Legisla- 
ture learful that inure direct communication 
would bring you too groat an influx of itnin - 
grants, and ! hat there would not be labor 
enough found to maintain thorn; whilal others 
dunk that labor, especially if aecompuimd by 
a Utile capital, would bo a boon lo the colony; 
some thinking thai iniiuiale relations with iho 
United Stale- are of more importance to you 
hart wilh England— some thinking that the 
rolony should provide ilsolf wilh means of 
lefeuce against America ; others that tho 
loverti/ of the colony is its surest defence, 
nid that England ..will defend her il 
tecessary — that America would bo too wise 
lo annex her, as she is a eust. mer now for 
what sue cuimot grow for herself, but would 
he qu'to swamped and no good to nuyone if 
she were annexed.
